The seven counties iii the eastern 
portion of the state, iii which these 
mineral deposits are found, is gen­

RESTRICTIONS NOT INVOLVES 


Washington, Jan. 7.-—Th*- conn of 
claims has held that the acta of con­ 
gress which provided that new-born 
children of the Cherokee nation, those 
born after the original allotment act 
had Income a law, were entitled to 
be enrolled and allotted the surplus 
land of the Cherokee nation which 
was 
left 
after 
the original 
allot­ 
tees had selected allotments. 
The constitutionality of this, the 
McCmntoer act, was attacked by Da­ 
vid Muskrat. J. Henry Dick and oth 
er Cherokees, who held to the opin­ 
ion that congress had no right to 
extend this roll and give other In 
dians allotments. The court held that 
congress had the authority to do this 
and the attorneys for Muskrat and 
^ 
I Bick will appeal the case to the su­ 
preme court and are confident they 
will win in the last tribunal. 
By this act nearly four thousand 
Cherokee children were admitted to 
the rolls. The result is that these, 
with others who have been admitted 
to the ( herokee rolls, make several 
thousand more Indians than there is 
land to allot in the Cherokee nation,

Indispensable. 
A wringing machine in this enlight­ 
ened age is an indispensable adjunct 
to every household. 
Not only does it save coal—for the 
washing is done sooner and gives 
a 
rest to the wrists, hands and arms of 
the tired housekeeper—but the clothes 
last twice as long as when wrung by 
hand, for the water is 
pressed 
out 
without the fibers of the material be­ 
ing stretched and strained. 
Mangles are like wringers, they save 
labor aud time. 
Work the mangle 
steadily, not too quickly, and not by 
fits and starts. Fresh air is a vital ne­ 
cessity to every woman, and no con­ 
venience that will help her 
to

through the household more quicks­ 
and easily should be considered too ex­ 
pensive.

people call themselves settlers, and 
claim preferential rights in the sale 
and purchase ol the lands. Hereto­ 
fore the agitation for the sale of the 
surface has been largely by these set­ 
tlers. and they have formed an or­ 
ganization with 3,000 to 4,000 mem­ 
bers, but little attention did they pay 
to it until the interior department, on 
behalf of the Indians, began to col­ 
lect rent for the lands.

SEGREGATED GOAL UNO 


McAlester, Okia., Jan. 8. — There is 


no problem at 'present oE more Im- 
portance to tlie people of Oklahoma, 
particularly those residing in that 
portion which was formerly Indian 
Territory, than the opening of what 
Is known as the segregated coal and 
asphalt lands. These comprise half a 
million acres, and, while the mineral 
wealth is of inexhaustible quantity, 
the coal output, producing fortunes 
annually and 
the, asphalt beds al- 


ready beginning to deliver up their 
riches, it is from the development of 
the surface of these lands that the 
great and lasting, good to the whole 
people of the state is to be derived. 


The seven counties in the eastern 


portion of the state, in which these 
mineral deposits are found, is gen- 
erally looked upon as a miming coun- 
try, rough and but of little value for 
agricultural 
purposes. 
This 
is an 


error into which even 
people of 


many sections of the state fall, as 
does the outsider who has learned 
of the new state only by glancing 
over the maps. It is true that thou- 
sands of acres within this belt would 
hardly make- good goat pasture, but 
there are miles and miles of this

Oboe taws and the Chickasaws. The 
mine operators do not want the sur- 
face, other than the small portions 
thereof necessary for their mining 
plants, but they do want the coal, 
all of it. It is 'probable that 1C the 
surface is sold the coal will be sold, 
as is demanded by the operators, or

RESTRICTIONS NOT INVOLVED 


Washington, Jan. 7.—The court, of 


claims has held that the acts of con- 
gress which -provided that new-born 
children of the Cherokee nation, those 
born after the original allotment act 
had* become a law, were entitled to 
be1 enrolled and allotted the surplus 
land of the Cherokee nation which 
was 
left 
a fter 
the 
original 
allot- 


tees had selected allotments. 


The constitutionality of this, the 


McCmiirber act, was attacked by Da- 
vid Musk rat, J. Henry Dick and oth- 
er Cherokees, -who held to the opin- 
ion that congress had no right to 
extend this roll and give other In- 
dians allotments. The court held that 
congress had the authority to do this 
and rhe attorneys Cor Musk-vat 
Dick will appeal the case to the su- 
preme court and are confident they 
will win in the last tribunal. 


By this act nearly four thousand 


Cherokee children were admitted to 
the rolls. The result is that these, 
with others who have been admitted 
to the Cherokee rolls, make several 
thousand more Indians than there is 
land to allot in the Chei'okee nation, 
and the law provides that they shall 
receive money in lieu of the land if
